The plan proved so successful (over 
a thousand herds being accreditedin 
a brief period) “that a° decision was 
arrived at to adopt the system in 
Canada. Regulations were promul- 
| gated which came into force in Sep- 
tember, 1919, antl have proved grati- 
fyingly successful, a number of herds 
having been accredited while many 
others are under test. | There is now

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Manitoba’s Grain Acreage 


Crop Expected to Yield a Record 
Financial Return to Farmers. 

Manitoba’otal. crop area for 1920 
slightly exceeds 6,000,000 acres, fall- 
ing short of last year’s figures by 
300,000 acres, according to official es- 
timates given out by the provincial 
department of agriculture. Despite 
decreases, however, the crop is ex- 
pected to yield a record financial re- 
turn to farmers. The total estimat- 
ed wheat acreage is 2,105,622 acres, as 
against 2,880,301 acres in 1919. Oats 
acreage increase 26,687 with a total 
acreage of 1,873,954. Barley and rye 
show a decrease, while flax shows a 
notable increase, there being 89,000 
acres more than last year.

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British Admiralty Pursues 


A Courageous Policy Of 


Most 


Great Britain is building four new 
battleships and orders for these have 
already been placed. It will be re- 
collected that these new ships were 
included in the naval estimates, .an- 
nounced some little time ago, and are 


al 


to replace those of an obsolescent 
type. Three years will be necessary 
to make the ships ready for sea and 


the approximate cost of each ship 
will run to. $9,000,000. In this an- 
nouncement there is nothing to cause 
undue excitement, it being merely ‘the 
sequence of a well-considered Ad- 
miralty scheme, which does. not in 


any way involve a race in armaments. 
A diagramatic statement is available 
of the number of battleships under 


the jurisdiction of the three leading 
naval powers, representing their. posi- 
tion in the present year and what it 
will be in the year 1924, assuming that 
the four new British battleships are 
completed by that time. It reads: 
1921 1924 
United States .......0 17 33 
Great Britain .......... 32 36 
Sf. arp e ERT ET mes Te 11 17 


It should not be forgotten that nave 
al power consists as much in men as 
of ships, and.in this connection it may 


be recalled that when Mr. Walter 
Long was First Sea Lord last year, 
he stated that the establishment of 
the British fleet should be 127,500, 
including. officers and men. So far 
as ships are concerned, the British 


Admiralty has pursued a courageous 
policy of rigid economy since the 
close of the late war. Of the vessels 
which were under construction at the 
time of the armistice many hundreds 
were scrapped, and following that ac- 
tion, the Admiralty sent to the ship- 
breakers’ yards almost a couple of 
hundred completed vessels, embracing 
many classes of battleships, all con- 
sidered more or less obsolete. 

In the past Great Britain main- 
tained a two-power standard and 
afterwards built to maintain a 60 per 
cent. superiority over Germany, 
whereas now a one-power fleet is all 
that is aimed at. The British Admir- 
alty, by its moderation, has set an ex- 
ample consistent with the new ideals 
embodied in the League of Nations, 


The Change in Manners 


Boston Professor Deplores the Mod- 
ern Trend in Slip Shod Manners, 


Boston’s most distinguished octo- 
genarian, President Emeritus Chas. 
W. Eliot, of Harvard, is discussing 
the manners of men and women. He 
says that he has watched young wo- 
men and “ladies” for three genéra- 
tions, and their habits have changed 
tremendously since he was .a young 
man! He says that young men and 
women do things now that would 
have been “simply out of the ques-~ 
tion” when he was young man.

Dollar’s Purchasing Power 


Is Slowly but Surely Coming Back to 
Normal, Say Financiers. 

Purchasing power of the dollar, 
based on current prices, was 100 cents 
when the world war began. In July 
1915, a year later, it was worth 99 
cents; in 1916 its purchasing power 
was but 91 cents, and it shrank faster 
and faster. July, 1917, found it at 
73 cents; July, 1918, at 66 cents; July, 
1919, at but 55 cents, In January, 
1920, it was worth 50 cents; in April, 
48 cents; in July,.47 cents—and then 
came business collapse. By Decem- 
ber the purchasing power of a- dollar 
had crept back to 54 cents, and now, 
if you happen to have a dollar, you 
will find it has increased in buying 
vitality since the first month of this 
year about 80 per ceft. So the fin- 
anciers figure, and they have studied 
the matter. Just the same, purchas- 
ers of commodities in certain towns 
will not accept the figures at their 
face value.

British Columbia Forests 
Total Value of Forest Products for 
1920 Was $92,628,807. 

Federal and Provincial Government 
reports show that British Columbia 
contains’ approximately half of the 
saw-timber of Canada. The total 
value of the forest products of the 
province for the year 1920 was $92,- 
628,807, as against $70,285,094 for the 
previous year. The value of. the 
lumber cut advanced by nearly six- 
teen millions, while the increase in 
the value of pulp and paper amount- 

ed to over'nine millions.

Beaver Farm in Alberta World's Wheat Supply 
Expected To Be cen 
According To Experts 


One of the Liteon & Beaver Farms in 
the West on Ribstone Creek, 
Near Edgerton. 

F. F, Parkinson, who has a farm 
two miles east of Edgerton on the 
Ribstone Creek, has probably one of 
the largest beaver farms in Western 
Canada, says the Edmonton Bulletin. 
Although beavers have become al- 
most extinct if most parts of the 
west, under government protection 
during the past five or six years they 
have multiplied in the Ribstone Creek 
very rapidly and at the present time 
in parts af the stream where condi- 
tions are suitable they thrive in large 
numbers. The Ribstone Creek runs 
throygh a part of Mr. Parkinson’s 
farm for a distance of nearly a mile. 

creek, which is only from twenty 
° thirty feet wide is bordered for the 
most part with poplar and willow 
which furnish a supply of food, and 
wood for building their dams, as well 
as a protection. In this section of 
the stream it is ¢stimated that there 
are several dozen beavers. Occasio 
ally a beaver is seen at work, but it is 
iimpossible to determine the number, 
except by the evidence of trees being 
cut down and stord for food and the 
dams built. 

The beavers are kept from moving 
up or down stream by a fence made 
of wire, built below and above the 
section of the stream which they in- 
habit. Mr.. Parkinson intends to 
build a fence along both sides of the 
stream as well, 

Beavers have been under govern- 
ment protection for a number af 
years, but’ special arrangements has 
been made in the case of beaver farms 
whereby the furs are sold through the 
provincial game guardian by tender, 
twenty-five percent. of the sale_price 
being retained by the government. 
From the standpoint of profit beaver 
farming tanks favorably with any 
other line of fur farming. They more 
than double in number every year and 
on an average the furs sell for $50 
each. This year, owing to the low 
prices of all furs the price is some- 
what lower.

The Glacial Period 


Life of Glacial Age is a Puzzle to the 
Scientists, 


When did the Glacial Period end? 
Was it ,an American scientist pertin- 
ently asks, when the ice began to 
disappear, or had half disappeared, or 
had entircly disappeared? aske—An- 
swers. 

If the last mentioned, then we 
are still in the Ice Age, for. Eurdpe 
has its glaciers, and so has Labra- 
dor, the Rockies, Alaska and islands 
in the Arctic regions, and, as every 
school boy is aware, Greenland is 
nearly covered with an ice-cap.’' 

Can the question be Settled by a 
reference to climate? If so, then 
the Glacial Period ended for, say, 
the Ontario region at the beginning 
of Lake Iroquois, for its trees be- 
longed to a cold, temperate climate. 

Probably the point is best settled 
by. making the Glacial Period a pro- 
gressive event, regarding it as end- 
ing in one region perhaps thousands 
of years before it ends in afother. 

Without doubt, this far-off epoch 
of thick-ribbed ice ‘constitutes one of 
the great mysteries of the world's 
history. It is absolutely hedged on 
with uncertainty, 

Though it is generally believed 
that there was more than one Ice 
Age, no one can say with any degree 
of certainty whether there were 
three, four, or six, of a dozen, for 
the matter of that. 

And the deepest of all mysteries 
connected with one or any of these 
icy périods is what was the cause of 
thems Both geologists and astrono- 
mers have, so far, failed to solve 
that problem. It is not yet even 
agreed as to what extent the ice-cap 
covered the globe.

Coal Licenses in B.C. - 


During 1920 Twelve Coal Leases; 
Covering 7,680 Acres, Were-

During the fiscal year 1920, 275 coal 
prospecting licenses were issued in 
British Columbia, covering an area of 
126,500 acres, as compared with H2 
licenses in the previous year and 72 
in 1918, according to Hon. T. D. Pat- 
tullo, Minister of Lands. The fees 
paid on account of these licenses to- 
talled $33,381. Twelve coal leases, 
covering 7,680 acres, were issued dur- 
ing “the year, as compared with one 
lease in the previous year and three 
in 1918. Revenue on account of coal 
lease rentals received during the year 
was $52,427, and the total received un- 
der the Coal and Petroleum Act 
$88,411.

The usual amount of 
wheat is not Standing in the fields, 
and even the most aoe weather 
conditions cannot assure a full sup- 
ply of bread. On the other hand, 
unfavorable weather in North Amer- 
ica before harvest.or drought in the 
southern continent any time before 
December would seriotisly reditce the 
world’s loaf, which, at the best, will 
not be of normal size. 

A# increased acreage in Europe 
has been referred to as an important 
factor in the wheat situations. Every 
such increase, as that of Italy, for 
instance, is an encouraging indica- 
tion of a country’s ecofomic pro- 
gress toward recovery. But the sum 
total is a bagatelle when weighed in 
the international balance. 

It is good to think that France has 
12,000,000 acres of wheat, and 
“the crop situation is excellent.” This 
is an increase of 600,000 acres over 
120. But the normal acreage is 
16,000,000. . France is now on its pre- 
war consumption of 7.9 bushels per 
capita, requiring 340,000,000 bushels 
of wheat. Last year it raised two- 
thirds its requirements, and will do 
about the same this year. 

Rumania, which now includes Bes- 
sarabia and Transylvania was a 
large exporter.of wheat. The acre- 
age this year is cut one-half, and 
there will be no wheat for export. 
Germany must make a poor showing 
when—compared with 1914, and so 
must all Eastern Europe. In fact, 
the countries of Europe and North 
Africa, included in the report of the 
International Institute of Agriculture 
which has been received with so 
much optimism, have a large acreage 
less than three per cent. 


acreage is reduced 35 per cent. 

This same authority has counted 
the world supply, and calculates that 
by July 31 the world stock of old 
wheat wilf be 52,000,000 — bushels, 
which is one-third what the United 


States alone held last year. What 
does that -figure show? It proves 
that the accumulations since the 


armistice have been: consumed, and 
last year the world ate more wheat 
than it produced, : 


India’s acreage is 6,000,000 less 
than last year, and the crop’ is so 
poor that, instead of exporting, the 


country’ may import wheat before 
the end of the year. Official reports 
show a large crop of winter wheat in 
the United States, and weather con- 
ditions are mainly favorable in the 
Northwest and Canada. The Southern 
continent’s harvest is still on the 
knees of the gods, and will be until 
January. Crop reports must be read 
with the fact in mind that this hem- 
isphere and Australia are the world’s 
dependence now, and an easy world 
situation cannot be expected,—Wall 
Street Journal,
